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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-3 have been presented for examination, however all claims have been 
rejected. Though it appears that the 1a-3a paragraphs may be the same claim, the 
examiner has interpreted them as an informal drafting of three separate claims 1-3, for 
the purposes of examination. 

Priority 

2. Applicant's claim for domestic priority under 35 U.S.C. 119(e) is acknowledged. 
However, the provisional application upon which priority is claimed fails to provide 
adequate support under 35 U.S.C. 112 for claims 1-3 of this application. The 
provisional must have provided at least the same material as recited in the claims in the 
present application. 

Drawings 

3. The subject matter of this application admits of illustration by a drawing to 
facilitate understanding of the invention. Applicant is required to furnish a drawing 
under 37 C.F.R. 1 .81 . No new matter may be introduced in the required drawing. 

4. The drawings are required to comply with under 37 C.F.R. 1 .83(a). The drawings 
must show every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the recited 
features in the claims must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No 
new matter should be entered. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Specification 

5. The disclosure is objected to under 37 C.F.R. 1 .71 , as being so 
incomprehensible as to preclude a reasonable search of the prior art by the examiner. 
For example, the following items are not understood: 

"The invention is neveau thinking tthat came to light in June of 1999; In 
incorporates many technologies that are on the market but never Used in this way, it 
can mirror an or dirict an f14 fantom jet on its Way and pin point a problem befor it 
starts, and is usable to Areas, personell and buildings thus allowing an item to be in a 
matrix Putting it thu aseries a of situations while the subject is on screen In what is 
called virtual reality." 

Applicant is required to submit an amendment which clarifies the disclosure so 
that the examiner may make a proper comparison of the invention with the prior art. 

Applicant should be careful not to introduce any new matter into the disclosure 
(i.e., matter which is not supported by the disclosure as originally filed). 

6. Applicant is reminded of the following: 
Content of Specification 

(a) Title of the Invention : See 37 CFR 1.72(a) and MPEP § 606. The title of 
the invention should be placed at the top of the first page of the 
specification unless the title is provided in an application data shet.

Computer 
program listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), 
and tables having more than 50 pages of text were permitted as electronic 
documents on compact discs beginning on September 8, 2000.

A brief summary 
or general statement of the invention as set forth in 37 CFR 1 .73. The 
summary is separate and distinct from the abstract and is directed toward 
the invention rather than the disclosure as a whole. The summary may 
point out the advantages of the invention or how it solves problems 
previously existent in the prior art (and preferably indicated in the 
Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it should point out in 
general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the nature and gist of 
the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. Objects of the 
invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention. 
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(g) Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawing(s) : See MPEP § 
608.01(f). A reference to and brief description of the drawing(s) as set 
forth in 37 CFR1.74. 

(h) Detailed Description of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01(g). A 
description of the preferred embodiment(s) of the invention as required in 
37 CFR1.71. The description should be as short and specific as is 
necessary to describe the invention adequately and accurately. Where 
elements or groups of elements, compounds, and processes, which are 
conventional and generally widely known in the field of the invention 
described and their exact nature or type is not necessary for an 
understanding and use of the invention by a person skilled in the art, they 
should not be described in detail. However, where particularly 
complicated subject matter is involved or where the elements, 
compounds, or processes may not be commonly or widely known in the 
field, the specification should refer to another patent or readily available 
publication which adequately describes the subject matter. 

(i) Claim or Claims : See 37 CFR 1.75 and MPEP § 608.01 (m). The claim or 
claims must commence on separate sheet or electronic page (37 CFR 
1 .52(b)(3)). Where a claim sets forth a plurality of elements or steps, each 
element or step of the claim should be separated by a line indentation. 
There may be plural indentations to further segregate subcombinations or 
related steps. See 37 CFR 1.75 and MPEP § 608.01 (i)-(p). 

0) Abstract of the Disclosure : See MPEP § 608.01(f). A brief narrative of the 
disclosure as a whole in a single paragraph of 150 words or less 
commencing on a separate sheet following the claims. In an international 
application which has entered the national stage (37 CFR 1.491(b)), the 
applicant need not submit an abstract commencing on a separate sheet if 
an abstract was published with the international application under PCT 
Article 21. The abstract that appears on the cover page of the pamphlet 
published by the International Bureau (IB) of the World Intellectual 
Property Organization (WIPO) is the abstract that will be used by the 
USPTO. See MPEP § 1893.03(e). 

7. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 

indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. The use of "fortran plus 

matrix" in the title is not disclosed in the specification or claimed. 
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Claim Objections 

8. Claims 1-3 are objected to based upon 37 C.F.R. 1.75. The claims do not 
comport to standard practice. Claims are to be numbered individually with a numeric 
value without an alphabetic value. Claims are to have only one period. See prior issued 
patent applications for examples. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

9. The claims 1-3 are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claims must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patents cited. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

10. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claims contain subject matter which was 
not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 
in the relevant art that the inventor, at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. The specification does not provide any teaching of how the 
operations in claims 1-3 would have been implemented at the time of the invention. 

1 1 . Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention, 
the specification does not provide any teaching or guidance to one of ordinary skill level 
to knowingly be able to reduce the instant claimed invention to practice without 
substantial experimentation. One skilled in the art clearly would not know how to use the 
claimed invention. The specification provide one of ordinary skill level the ability to 
make and/or use the claimed invention with that which was originally taught in the 
inventor's specification. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

12. Claims 1-3 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is not 
supported by either a specific and substantial asserted utility or a well established utility. 

Claims 1-3 have also been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 
Specifically, since the claimed invention is not supported by either a specific and 
substantial asserted utility or a well established utility for the reasons set forth above, 
one skilled in the art clearly would not know how to use the claimed invention. 

13. Claims 1-3 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. Prediction of the future is not 
within the technological arts covered by patents. 

14. Claims 1-3 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the disclosed 
invention is inoperative and therefore lacks utility. There are no concrete teachings of 
how one would use the invention to foretell the future events, therefore based upon the 
teachings of the disclosure the invention would not operate as claimed. 
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Conclusion 

15. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed. Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or 
agent to prosecute the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon 
skilled preparation and prosecution. The Office cannot aid in selecting an attorney or 
agent.
